After his triumphant entry inte 
Moscow, he retarted and worked here 
at the trade of ship-biilding ntil his 
identity was disenvered, This inculent 
for a time gave the place the name of 
Czarrliasis, The interesting. little cottage, 
contuining, two Tooms, 1 encased in a 
small brick luilding for protection. from 
the weather. 

While the cattle of North Holland have 
long held a world-wide reputation for 
prvloctivences and beauty, ther inipear- 
tance to the entire Duteh nation can 
never be fully realized ontil one traverses 
this wonderin] country where so much 
of the land lies below the sea-level.

The 
town is surrounded by a Tegion af great 
fertility, on which are pastured Hiss 
numbers of Holland's Back and white 
beauties. | | 

In the center of Alkniaar stands the 
old weigh-hovse, erected in 1482.

So satistied are the people with their 
little island home that many of then die 
without ever haying seen any other part 
of the world, The men of Marken, like 
those of Vollendam, are fishermen—an 
occupation Which at times ts extremely 
hazardous in the stormy waters of the 
North.

SOME PERSONAL EXPERIENCES WITH 
EARTHQUAKES 


By Rear Apsara L. G. Buaines, U.S. Navy, RETIRED 


FHERE ic no natoral phenermenon 
more deeply interesting:and yet so 
litth: understood as the seismic 
disturbances which have from earliest 
history dlevasted the earth and carried 
terror and) clissiay mite the hearts of all 
ALVEVOTS, 

— Upto 103, it computed by an em- 
inent scientist, Compte de Mallaré, there 
had been £59,782 recorded earthquakes. 
Of later years, when more accurate rec- 
aris have heen kept, they have averigerl 
about 6o per annum. There is comfort 
to the dwellers in most of the world to 
know that a4 per cent of recorded shocks 
have axeurred in two narcew, well-de 
fined) belrs—one called the Mecliterranect, 
with 53 per cent to its credit, and, the 
other, the Cireum-Pacific, with 41 per 
cent—while the remainder of the wart 
has only d per com, witlely distributed, . 

The United States hits been singularly 
free from: recorded seismic disturbance, 
perhaps the most disastrous being 1 
Sit, when a very severe shack occurred 
in the Mississippi Valley south of the 
hin, which was felt ii New York in 
one direction and in the West Indices in 
another. This earthquake changed the 
face of the earth Avast extent of land 
was sunk, likes were formed, and even 
the course of the Mississippi River was 
obstructed fot a time (ste page 67). 

Most of the earthquakes oecurritig of 
late years can hardly he classed with the 
great ones of history, oearly all of the 
destruction being caused by uncontrol- 
lable fires In the mare stalile zones long 
perils may elapse between shocks, a; 
for instance, in Kimeston, Janmira, 215 
years intervened. 

While the Panama Canal ts mot situ- 
ated in the earthiymike zene proper, it has 
experienced nomergts shocks, thengh 
none in historic times bave been fatal. 





THE CAUSE OF LARTHOUAKES 


The cause of earthquakes an vol- 
cones inn clusive problem, not yet set- 


tled to the sotisfaction of the scientist. 
Tremors of the carth miy le caused by 
uae things, The explosion of titines, 
falling in ot cuves, slipping uf ruck strat, 
and many other movements of the earth 
may cite thent; hut forthe great shocks 
which have tecurred almost smce the his- 
tory of the world began we must: look 
further, 

For ages theories have been evolved, 
and, thongh most of them linve reecived 
the earnest consideration of aur modern 
scientists, they seem fo he advanced only 
tq be combated and ilenied: oo that, after 
all, we must confess to the humiliating 
fact that we know very litth: about the 
canst Of carthomakes. 

Though many times there seem to be 
an intimate connection between entth- 
quakes ind volcanoes, the law regarding 
thern has not been established. Some re- 
mat kable enincidences have been observed 
in lute wears. The terrible cataclysm of 
Mount Pelee, which, on May 8, rong, al- 
most instanthy killed goooo inhabttants, 

Was preceded by the earthquake which 
in Janwary tnd “April of the same year 
wrecked a nuntber nf cities in Mexicu and 
Guatemala, The distance between these 
yoints is at least 2,000 miles, showing 

now deep-seated must have been the dis- 
turbance, If, as has been suggested, there 
was comminmication between them, The 
great San Francisos earthquake was pre- 
ceded only to days by one of the most 
violent eruptions of Vesuvius recorded 
in many wears.

heing touched. Nine days later the "Ju- 
dome’ visited Dogoslof again, and when 
25 miles off, witnessed another eruption, 
Which resulted in another upheaval and 
another change in the appearance of the 
island, 

But volcances, terrible and impressive 
as they are, are hordly worthy af com- 
parison with the great earthiyuakes., The 
Volcanic effects are (if limited area, while 
the “earth movers” frequently extend 
thousands of miles, marking their paths 
with destroction, 

lt has been observed that im certam 
portions of the South Pacthe Ocean there 
ire almost continuous eruptions of fire, 
water, and foreign bodies, forming: con- 
siderohle itanils m ineciceivably shirt 
periods, which quite as frequeritly vanish 
again beneath the waves. 

The eruption of the volcano of Kraka- 
1a Was a most Womterfol Moustration of 
this hidden power. Ashes were projected 
t¢ miles inte the air and carried too 
miles, while the accompanying tidal wave 
swept the sheres for immerse distances, 
sulunerging all life. 


THE HUMAN TOLL OF EARTITIOV ARES

o2, lmmense waves swept over the 
town, and m less than three minutes sub- 
merged 2.500 houses, drowning nearly all

The town was picturesquely =simunted 
in a deft or valley minning up into the 
seacoast range Of the Andes, Through 
the valley ran a fine stream, which fur- 
méhed the water fur itrigtion, and 
caused the desert to blossiwn with a fer- 
tility that never ceased to surprise.

Arid the wreckage we 
saw the pig, bearing a single Iat-keeper, 
horne by an irresistible tide teward the 
hattlhomented front of the Marra, with 
the pullant seaman struggling. to stem the 
current, Finding his efforis: vain and 
certain death awaiting him, he laid in his 
useless war, anil, mining aft to the cock- 
Swill s seat, grasped the boat flag and 
waver! a last farewell to his shipmates as 
the boat disappeated forever in the froth 
of the cruel rock at the foot of the Arles. 
Thus the “HF ateree™ lest-the only cue of 
her crew of 235 souls on that fateful day. 


OTHER TROUTLES CAME UPN Us 


Dur ear troubles then commenced, We 
were stuttled by a terrible noise on shore, 


as oF o tremendous roar of musketry, last 


ing several minutes, Again the trembling 
earth waved ito and fra, and this tine 
the sea: receded until the shipping. was 


leit stranded, while a= far to seaward as 


aur vision could! reach, we saw. the recky 
letion Of the stu, never before exposed 
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to human geze, with struggling fish and 
nensters of the deep left high and «ry. 
The round-bottomed ships keeled over an 
their beam ends, while the “fl aterce™ 
rested easily on her floor-like bottom; 
and when the returning sea, not like a 
wave, but rather ke an enommes. tile, 
came sweeping back, rolling our unfortu- 
nite companion ships over and over, 
leaving some bottom up and others 
masses of wreckage, the “IW aterec” rose 
easily over the tossing waters, unharmed. 


THE SRAS DEFY ALL NATURE 


From this moment the sea seemed to 
defy the wwe of nature. Currents ran in 
contrary directions, and we were borne 
here and there with a speed we could not 
have equaled had we been steaming for 
our lives, At. irremilar intervals the 
earthquake shores recurred, but nome of 
them so virdent or longecortinued ns the 
first. | 

The Meroyvian man-of-war “aaerica.” 
sail to lw the fastest ship in the world 
at that time; tad hastily gotten up steam 
ane attempted ta fet ti sea. She Wels 
well out when the receding water left her 
partly affoat and broke her back, of 
course destroving her engmes, With her 
funnels still vomiting black smoke aud 
apparently under full command of her 
people, she hacker! down towaril the nee 
less “Fredonia,” which waa then rapidly 
setting in toward the Morro, as if intetid- 
ing to help her. 

Lieutenant Comminder Dyer, com- 
maniding the “Fredonia,” saw the nianei- 
ver, dowd, thinking the “sdimerica’” was 
coming to their aid, and that a nearer afi 
proach would only invalve them both in 
(iestruction, mitt on the poop and hailed 
the approaching ship, then but a few 
yards distant: ““aimerica, ahoy! You 
can do nothing for ws: our bottom ts 
crushed. Save yourselves, Gocl-bye.”

Before the earthaunke Arica had ene

Many of the machines were portlerons 
and properly secured on cement founida- 
Lins, There Were aiso several jacamc 
tives, cars, and omany heavy castmes, 
These all disappeared: not a vestige was 
left. Tt-seems impossible they could have 


been swept out to sea, but assuredly thev 


would net be foul on share. 
During the first of the disturbance we 
hel lowered one of our large cutters and 


sent it, in charge of a nidshipman, to 


fescue a number of persons crifting 


ahout on some wreckage. There was np 
‘Sea on at this time, but to oor astonsh- 


ment we saw that, with all the efforts of 
the ¢rew, the beat could make mea head- 
way, butowent sailing about in the most 
erratic Fashion. 

The midshipman, finding it impossible 
fo resene the people he had heen sent to 


save, attempted to rerum to the ship, 


That, too, was impossible, and pinesently 
his efforts were ended by having his heat 
dashed violently againgt the side of the 
“America” and crushed like an ege-shell. 
He and hie crew managed to scramble to 
her deck. 

There they found a scene which lwe- 
gars description, A condition of panic 
prevailed. Olivers and men in abject 
terror were running ahout, imploring all 
the saints in the calendar to help thet.

Meantime the heavy guns, that had been 
east adrift in a vain attempt te throw 
them overboard ta lighten the ship when 
slie grounded, were running mot.

A HEROIC MIDSIIIF MAN 


Finding the Peruvians so panie-stricken 
nto be of io tse, oli oo voung mid- 
shipman, only a lad of 18, quickly took 
command, with his crew of 1men, Muak- 
ing o line fast around his woist, he was 
lowered inte the burning hole and flooded 
the powder magazine; then by choking 
the rampant puns with masses of lam- 
mocks piled on thern he soon bad them 
secured, extinguished the fire, and, after 
yiueting the natives, calmly awaited 
eCvenis.

THY, GRAVES GIVE (2 THEIN BEAD 


As the last tays of the setting sun fell 
on the heights of the Andes, we saw to 
our horror that the graves, where the 
ancients had entombed their dead, on the 
sloping side of the mowntain, had opened, 
andl in concentric rows, like chairs in an 
amphitheater, the mummies of the lenge 
hinied andl forgotten aborigines rose to 
the surfare, They lid been buried ina 
sitting piostiire, facing the sca. The snil, 
unpregnated with miter, ‘hat thoroughly 
preserved them, and the vinlent shocks 
cisintegratiog. the dry cirth was how ex- 
posing this long-boried, frightful city of 
the deal. Words cannot paint the ghast- 
liness of the scene, Tn addition to what 
wel already experienced, to our ex- 
ciled imagination it seemed as if the day 
of judgment had come, the earth was 
passing away, and the bitterness of a 
death so full of terrors as no imagination 
can conceive was now to befall as. 

It hind now heen clark for some time 
and we knew oot where we were, the 
ihsence of the usual beacon and shore 
lights adling to cur confusion. Abert 
Bao pf. om. the liakout hailed the deck 
and reporter] a breaker approaching. 
Looking seaward, we saw, first, a thin line 
of phosphorescent Tight, which loomed 
higher and higher anti it. scemed to touch 
the sky Sits crest, crownel with the death 
heht of phosphorescent glow, shoawie the 
stillen tiasses of water below. Heralided 
by the thunderip roar of a thotsaned 
breakers combined, the dreaded tial 
wave Was mpc uz at inert CH all the 
horrors of this dreadful time, te seemed 
the worst, Chained to the spot, helpless 
to escape, with all the prepurations made 
which hotian skill cant papeest. we cetyl 
hut watch the monster wave approach 
without the sttstuthing helt of action. 
That the ship could ride through the 
masses of witer about to overwhelm us 
scemed tmpessihle, We eeuld only grip 
the life-line and wait the coming entas- 
trophe. 

AT LAST THE TIDAL WAVE 

With @ crash our gallant ship was over- 

Whelned and buried deep beneath a. semi- 
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soll tas of sul and water. For a 
lireathless eternity we were submerged ;

staunch old “MWaterce” stroeeled again to 
the striace, with her gasp crew euill 
clinging to the file-lines—sorne few sen- 
cial y weeirmlect, rinse). aural hattere|-:

Lindoubtedly war safety was due to 
the design of the ship, Part of or hat- 
tery wits two 2o0o-punned rifees one fer 
ward the other aft: both mounted sothey 
could be piveted on etther aide.

TINT AY OURSELVES WG ASD DRY 


The morning sun broke. on a scene of 
desolation sekiom witnessed. We found 
antcselves high and dry m a little cove, 
or tather indentation in the const-line. 
We had been carried some 9 miles up the 
coast and nearly 2 miles inlond, The 
wave har carried us over the san dunes 
bordering the ocean, across a valley, and 
over the railroad track, leaving ms at the 
foot of the seacoast range of the Andes. 
On the nearly perpendicular front of the 
ountain ovr navigater discovereal the 
niarks of the tidal wove, and, by measure- 
monts, found 1 to have heen 47 feet high, 
not inciting the comb, Had the wave 
cartied us 200 feet further, we would 
inevitably hove been dashed to pieces 
apaitist the muietiin-side. 


“Thete we lay on-as even a keel as if 


still afloat, with our flag fying and our 
pert anchor anil ooo fathoms ef chain 
led cut as carefully as we could have 
placed them there. Was it possible that 
this, our heaviest anchor and chain, could 
have dtifted with us throughout all the 
mazes of our vovaging of the afternocn? 
And why was not the chain parted by 
the last shock.as were the others? 

We friind near us the wreek of a large 
English bark, the “Chanarelis,” which 
had one of her anchor chains wound 
around her as tiany times as it would po, 
thas showing she had Teen rolled over 
anid over; a litth nearer the sea lay the 
Peruvinn ship, the “vlinerica,” on her 
bilges: and the sand wae strewn with the 
most heteragentous mass of plunder that 
ever ghiddened the heart of a wrecker: 
Grand pianos, bales of silk, casks. of 
brandy, furniture, clothing, harrware ; 
everything imaginable was there. A 
rough estimate placed this emptying of 
the custom-house at $1,100,000,

©hir first work was to establish a cor- 
don of sentries arournl the ship, while a

strong working party stove in the brandy 
eatks and shattered! the wine cases, for 
we did not propose having drunkenness 
added te the other horrors surrounding 
os One of the incidents of the mournmy 
was the returm of the midshipman and 
crew from the wrecked Peruvian ship 
Ho the laconic report of the voungster 
in command: “Returned ori board, sir. 


‘I have to, report the loss of the second 


ctitier, 12 oars, and two boat-hooks; but 
we saved the Mug, sir.” | 

Most of the surviving Perwvians; when 
they discovered the “stmterica” was on 
share, cleserted the sinp, ond were 
drowned by the next mcoming wave. 
which, though not a breaker, was high 
enough to sweep them away, while our 
afficer hele) his ane wttil dawhredls. 

Ina few days the Savage Ariucunian 
Indians from the mountimes descended 
upem us with long troins of Thimas, the 
cumels of the Andes. They broke open 
boxes, cut the fastenings of bales, and 
started back to their retreats loaded down 
with plunder, We were not able to argue 
with them, but there wasn mvitation 
tu stop it the shriek of mur shells that all 
nidersiued. By firing tnt front wf them 
with one of our smaller guns we “hove 
them to” and made them approach and 
unload their cargoes near us. Soon we 
had accumulated an assorted pile of mer- 
chancdise much larger than our ship. 


AT a TES CARRIED TO WASHIAGTON 


The ¢arthquake shocks oortinied at 
varying intervals, but none of them so 
vidlent or long-continiued as at first ; some 
of them, however, were severe enough to 
Shake the “AH aterce™ until she rattled like 
an cid kettle, and causecdt us to abandon 
the ship and camp oon a considerable 

latean, some 2Oc feel high, and over- 
ooking the ship and wreckage. [ere 
we had an opportunity of seeing the dis- 
astrows results of the earthquake on lari. 
We found in some places inunense fis- 
sures, many af them over too feet wide 
and of unknown depths: others were 
mere cracks, Some of them proved the 
graves of the fleeing inhabitants. In one 
trstunce, T remember, we found the bealy 
of a lady sitting on her horse, both swal- 
lowed up while fecine for their lives.

Chrite a number of the mummies were 
brought down to the ship and were ulti- 
mately sent to the Smithsenian Jnstitq- 
tien in Washington, where, | presume, 
the curious can mspect them at any time, 

Itas-now known that while Arica was 
freobably the center af «disturbance, the 
shocks were felt nearly 1,000 miles, and 
preat destruction was occasioned in Bo- 


livia, The beach line of the occan was 
fated from 2 to 2o feet for over Gon 
mHiles, 


‘The tidal wave was felt at the Sand- 
wich Tslands, 5,580 nautical miles distant, 
anty £2 hours andl 37 minutes later than 
it hal broke on the desolated shores af 
Mert, 

DESOLATION AND BREATH 

At Arwa we found but desolation and 
death. Where once hacl stood that pretty 
little city, a flat, sandy plain stretched 
before us. Except on the outskirts, higher 
up on the meintam, not a house marked 
the spot  Twult to withstand earthyunke 
shacks, the houses were low—few twast- 
inv a sécom! staryv—with light roofs and 
ttick walls of “adobe brick” (sun-dried 
mud}: The shocks first leveled them, 
then the waves dheselved and washed 
them away; On the fighersslopes a few 
homees, part of a church, anda hideous 
miss of debris, composed! of cyervthing, 
including dead holies, was piled 20 or 30 
feet high. This was all that remuined of 
Arta. The Ines of life wes proportionate 
to the destruction of property, We could 
hat ascertain how great it was, Intas all 
provisions, clothing. and ever fresh water 
were destroved, the pitiful remnant of 
the few hundred persons whe gathered 









about the “WPateres,” living on our stores, 
in tents mace of our sails, told the story 
as could no figures. Atopt, with the ex- 
ception of the crew of the “Iateres,” 
nearly all perished, 

It was three weeks before relief cane. 
Then can well be imagined the awelling 
at the hearts and the mist that dimmed 
the eves of our sailor men as we lioke:! 
across the water and hailed the stars and 
stripes floating fran the mast-head of 
the old United States frigate “Porchatan” 
as she steamed majestically into that 
desolated harbor. Her decks were filled 
with all possible stores and supplics, 
which were spon distributed aniong the 
stricken and helpless who had sought our 
a1) and sueccer. .. 

Cureful survey of the “HM ateres” 


proved that while she was practically un- 


nyurerd, to would be impossible to lattinch 
lier; 30, after removing the tost) valu- 
able of her equipment, she was sold at 
auction toa hotel company, An epideniic 
of yellow fever broke up that enterprise, 
and the old ship was afterward used atic: 
cessively as i lieepital, a store-howse, ancl, 
lastly, a target for great guns during the 
Peruvian-Chilian war. Hut her parm 
irom oribs still rise abowe the shifting 
sands, a fitting monument to one of the 
greatest of tioderm earthquakes=

FROM THE WAR-PATH TO THE PLOW 


Tt isa strange thing indeed what we 
should be concerning ourselves so largely 
anid spending so many millions each year 
for the remaking of the people who are 
the truest of Americans. It shows how 
anxious to be just and willing to be gen- 
crotia are our people, They feel with a 
quick conscience how ¢ruel it weuld he 
to introduce this primtve man into a 
harsh, competitive world of business with 
i code of its own more forcign to him 
than that af the Bushido; ton much, they 
fear, like pitting Little Boy Blue against 
Shvleck in a trae, 

Let us frankly state the fact—there is 
such a thing as heme too uneelfish, and 
this the Indian. too often wm, for he hrs 
not gained a forecasting imagination. 
His training has net given him the cardi- 
ial principle of a competitive civilization, 
the self-protecting sense. It ts mot mn- 
stinttive in him to be aftaid of starving 
ope if he i generous or wasteful 
today, 


“WHY SH0CLD WE WoRK?” 


And work? Why work if not neees 
sary? Js it not. as an Osage chief once 
reprovingly said to me, is it not the hope 
al every American that he may some day 
he a gentleman who docs not work? 

We are bent, then, upon saving the In- 
dian from those who woulkl despoil him 
nti! the time comes When he can stand 
alone. And that time comes when he has 
abworbed inte his nature the spirit of this 
new civilteation of which he has Isecome 
apart. ‘This is certainly a revolution we 
are expecting—an impossible revolution 
in 20me hatures—the substitution of a 
new standpoint for one Jong taught by 
fathers and grandfathers. 

Truly such a transformation 14 not to 
be worked like some feat of lererdemain, 
by a turn of the wrist, Buavonets cannot 
doit: winey cannot doa. We can force 
men to work. We can keep them with- 
ont work. These two methods we have 
tried with the [ndian, and they have 
failed in leading him toward the goal of 
respasiile self-support. Adaptation to 
new enviroment comes from education 
through experience. 

We therefore have the task of intro- 
ducing a new conception into the [nda

mind ‘This is net a thine that can. be 
dotie Wholesale, It becomes an inilivicteal 
problem, and our hope Hes in schools for 
the young and in casting more and inere 
respornsthility tpon the mature and let- 
ting them accept the result, 

What should the testobe in passing 
vpn the fitness of one Who i to iN sient 
out inte the world? Mainly his ability te 
handle: himself, te care for himself so 
that le will not beesme a charge ono the 
comnmnmity. ‘To bea rich Indian is not a 
qualification, far hts wealth may indicate, 
and generally does, nothing nore than 
good fortune. In the land lottery same 
drew prizes and some blanks, Nor should 
the degree of blodd be the test sor etu- 
cation; for many of those whe dre wisest 
mn counsel arid Inst sf curl ¥ in habits snl 
sturdy in character are uneducater full- 
bloods: The man who can “do” for him- 
self is the muito be released, And he 
is the man whe thinks not in teres cf the 
Indians’ yesterday, Lut in terms of the 
Indians” tomorrow, One whose imagina- 
hen can tnke that leap and whose active 
tes will not lag behind. Jt is to be re- 
membered that we are nct looking for an 
ileal Indian ner a model citizen, but for 
ane who should not longer lean wpon the 
fovernment to matrage his affairs, 


MAW THOUSANDS ARE CAPAGTE AxH 
THRIFTY 

There are maty thousind Indians in 
our charge whe are entirely self-suppeart- 
ine, capadle, thrif ty, far-sirhted, eeoneihle 
men; amd, singularly enongh, these are 
met often foun! anong those tribes 
which were most savage and ruthless in 
making war upen the whites; Some of 
these are indeed sm far-sighted that they 
cis thot wish fis etiioy full independence 
becuse their property world then be 
come subject to taxation, 

Others are attached by a tribal fenti- 
ment aod by the mitural conservitisn of 
the Tndinn to existing conditions, Still 
others are held to povermmental contre 
in part heeawse of the entanglemerit of 
thelr tribal affairs. The government will 
not de its duty toward itself or toward 
these Indians witil wen of this class are 
fully release! There is a second cliss, 
mace op if those willing to work but not 
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knowing how, and a third class, of those 
Who krow tnt have tio toile Por these 
there is help—the teacher farmer for the 
ane and a emall loanin the form of tools 
forthe other.* 

There are thase, too, for whon it is 
hw itreat a jump to pees from hunting 
bo farming, tnt who cain herd cattle, and 
for these the government is providing 
herds for their ranges, Compress has 
been bheral i its appropriations for these 
things, and with a stable policy anid ad. 
iratrative efficiency these Indians can 
be gradually lifted into usefulness, full 
seli-support, antl inte entire indepenrl- 
cer.

We need teachers in the Indian Serv- 
ice, ven and women with enthusiasm and 
with sympathy, not learned, but wise.

‘The teachers we need are helpers, fann- 
vrs, and nurses, who may not know how 
to Write tdeal reports, but do know how 
in trust and secure trust, There is no 
way by which an Indian can be made to 
do anvthing, hut experience justifies the 
behef that there are many ways by which 
he canbe. led. 

Te tum the Indian loose from the

the Polish people, nar to end their dream 
of a rehabilitated and reunited Poland. 

Generations of the sternest repression 
ever practiced pon any people have still 
left thie Pole with his heart set on the one 
estre of his Itfe—Poland restored, In 
spite of the efferts af three of the world’s 
mast powerful governments to assimilate 
them and te incorperate them inte ‘their 
own bodies politic, 20 million Poles have 
hoped and longed for and dreamed of the

Austrim Poland is practically ‘ett 
braced by the crownland of Galicia, 
This crownlani i almost exactly the 
size of the State of South Carolina, but 
it has population six times as grent. fH 
continental United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, were as densely popolated as 
Galica, we would boast of a population 
four times as great as that of Russia 

And yet Galicia ts the poorest of al 
the provinces of Austria. Tt lies outside 
he ramparts of the Carpathinns; which 
turn a cold and wnfrienidiy lack to it, the 
while they cast a protecting: ‘shelter 
around the partheny sue of thal great 
oval basin kndwn to geycrapliy as fun 
try. 

Where H ungary i protected by these 
motintains from the cold wiridld tlt 
sweep down from the Baltic, they rob 
Galicia of the warn winds that sweep up 
from the Metliterrancan, And where 
they help to form that great ring of tit- 
ural icdanpe aroind Hungary which is 
qierced anly by the Tron Gate of the
